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St. George’s Chapel, Windsor. The building of this 
beautiful edifice was commenced by Edward IV., and was 
continued on a much grander scale by Henry VII. St. 
George's Chapel contains many memorials and monuments of 
the greatest interest, due to its close association with the 
reigning families of England. The Gothic stone roof of this 
Chapel is considered the most beautiful in existence. 
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
